6  Travis) ,  to  be  hung  in  the  United  States  Capitol,  for  a  sum 

7  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars;  and  the  sum  of 

8  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  he  nec- 

9  essary,  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the 

10  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  pay  the  owner  for 

11  said  painting. 
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
